Hon. Mr. Justice Irving concurred in 
the judgment of the Chler Justice. 

Hon. Mr. Justice Martin also deliv- 
ered written reasons tor judgment 
(which will he published tomorrow), 
maintaining the decision of the learned 
trial judge on al! points. 

Following is the Judgment of the 
Chief Justice, which took nearly two 
hours in the reading: 

■ 

Chief Justice's Judgment 

In 1SSH, Robert Dunsmuir died at Vic- 
toria, B.C., leaving a widow, two sons, 
James anil Alexander, and seven daught- 
ers. The estate consisted principally of 
the controlling interest in two joint stock 
companies, one ".lie Union Colliery com- 
pany (originally the Wellington Colliery 
company) the other the Ksquiinalt & 
Nnnaiino Railway company, which res- 
pectively own coal mines and a railway 
with a land grant attached on Vancouver 
Island, and a coal selling business car- 
ried on uinler the name of K. Dunraulr 
.V Suns ii, Victoria, B.O., and the It. 
Dunsmuir Sons Company in San Fran- 
cisco, California. 

Several years before his death he had 
made a will leaving everything to Ins 
wife, hut shortly before bis death, had a 
will drawn up by which the bulk of his 
estate was divided equally between the 
suns, while due provision wan made for 
his wife ami daughters. This will was, 
however, unexecuted for reasons which 
do not clearly appear, and about which 
it is unnecessary to speculate. The fact 
remains that although the suns had 
grown up witli and helped to carry on the 
extensive business of the father without 
any regular salary or substantial interest 
in it. the entiic estate passed to tlm 
widow on the father's death, and this 
fact would appear largely to account for 
the family differences which have en- 
sued. 

Fundamental Facts 

The business was carried on by the two 
son.s in tin' same way as before, the ei- 
der. James, taking charge at Victoria, 
mid the younger, Alexander, at San 
Francisco, where he had been sent by 
his father in 1N77. Neither, however, 
had any salary or substantial interest, 
both taking "lit of the business what 
they wished with the acquisceucc of their 
mother, who was the legal owner. 

Things went on in this way until 1808, 
when owing U" doilbl to the desire of 
the sons that some effect ought to be 
given to the intentions of the father as 
disclosed in the unexecuted will, the 
mother consented that the business in 
San Francisco should he converted into 
a joint stock company, the stock to be 
divided equally between the sons, except 
four shares necessary to be issued to 
"I hers to legally constitute the com- 
pany. She, however imposed a condi- 
tion to the effect that if either of her 
sons predeceased her, his share was to 
revert to herself. The reason for this 
was that Alexander was living with a 
woman named Mrs. Wallace to whom 
rdio entertained great repugnance, and 
she was afraid that in the event of bis 
predeceasing Mrs. Wallace, the latter 
might acquire (lie whole if not the chief 
share of his estate to the exclusion of

Provincial Government Taking Steps to 
Protect Shareholders' Interosts. 

In connection with the action of the 
provincial government to take steps, if 
found necessary on behalf of share- 
holders, resident in tile province of the 
York County I. "an & Savings Co., the 
following lei tir was received by tin' 
provincial secretary from Hon. J. It, 
Oartwright of the attorney general's de- 
partment of the province of Ontario: 

"Your letter of the 21st in.-t.. ad- 
dressed to tho honourable the provin- 
cial secretary has been transferred to 
■this department, and 1 write to say that 
tin* attorney general has under statu- 
tory pow< r directed an audit and en- 
quiry in the case of the York Loan iSs 
Savings Company. A winding up order 
has also been obtained from the court 
and the National Trust Company have 
been appointed liquidators. Full account 
of what lias been done so far as In en 
given in the Toronto Daily papers." 

The provincial secretary has also en- 
tered into correspondence with the .Man- 
itoba govi rnnient lo see what action will 
he taken in the Prairie province. Mean- 
while, pending the investigation now go- 
ing on in Toronto which has resulted in 
the arrest of Joseph Phillips, president 
of tin' loan company, the matter is be- 
ing investigated here

j priced of one of her noted driveways. 
Tho danger urea commences to the 
west of Boyd street and runs towards 
Menzics street for a distance of about 
200 yards. In some portions of this dis- 
tance the hank has given away more 
Hum in others, in the most noticeable in- 
stance it appears as if about 10 feet lias 
been carried away, and at the narrowest 
portion only IB .feet intervenes .between 
the roadway and the etlge of the em- 
bankment. 

During I lie last: few years the civic 
authorities have undertaken to expend 
a limited amount in the construction of 
a concrete wall, hut it is the remaining 
space that is being affected. 

The wall which has already been con- 
structed is standing the strain .in good 
style, and so fur not a break lias been 
noticed. During hist season nil addi- 
tion was made to the wall, costing ill 
Hie neighborhood of $1,000. In com- 
mencing the work of constructing the 
breakwater it was understood that the 
intention was to do n certain amount or 
work till the wall is completed, hut it 
would seem Hie lime has now arrived 
for immediate action if the roadway is 
to be preserved from serious injury.

er's estate. She died shortly afterwards 
in June, 1001, and Iter daughter, who is 
the principal beneficiary under her will, 
brings this action alleging that botli Al- 
exander's will and the agreement be- 
tween her mother and James were pro- 
duced by the undue Influence of James 
mid that neither document was the act 
of a free and capable person. 

Mrs. DuiiEmuir Intervenes 

Shortly alter the trial commenced, an 
order was made allowing the defendant's 
mother to intervene for the purpose of 
enabling her to contest the validity of 
the will, thereby bringing all parties in 
interest before the court. 

Towards the end of the trial, the 
plaintiff and the intervener applied to be 
allowed to amend their pleadings by 
netting up that Alexander had become 
domiciled in California, and that there- 
fore in any event his will was invalid by 
California law. The application was re- 
fused by the learned trial judge, but it 
was allowed by this court, and the ap- 
peal was stood over to allow the parties 
to adduce evidence on this point. 

In considering the appeal it will he 
convenient first to deal with the case of 
the intervener, as il is obvious it' the 
will was that of a free and capable tes- 
tator there is no necessity to consider 
the question as to whether Mrs. Alex- 
ander Dunsmuir's agreement with James 
was the result of undue influence, or if so 
whether the plaintiff has any right to 
have it set aside. 

The case set up by the intervener is 
two-fold. She alleges first that the will 
should he declared void as being that of 
a person of unsound mind, and in any 
event :is being the result of the undue 

influent f James, and that it is at any 

rate void as not being executed in ac- 
cordance with the laws of California. 
Probate thereof has in fact been set 
aside by the California court of first 
instance, and we are informed that tin 
appeal is now pending. 

Some facts surrounding the execution 
of the will are not in dispute. It; is ad- 
mittedly a copy of the former will which 
was made in " September, 1808, by the 
testator when he ivas ill Victoria and 
was in Victoria and was prepared by 
their common solicitor. It is in the 
handwriting of the solicitor and was 
prepared by him on the verbal instruc- 
tions of James who took it with him to 
California at Alexander's request in or- 
der that Alexander should execute it. 
At the time of its execution James and 
Alexander had each, as already stated, 
acquired a half interest in the railway 
and colliery business, while the sisters 
were dependent on the bounty of the 
mother, who had, as already stated, re- 
tained n large portion of the original 
estate and had received large sums of 
money out of the business from the sons. 
Before his marriage Alexander was of 
loose atid intemperate habits, and there 
is no doubt that, as already stated, in- 
temperance was the cause of death. 

Inasmuch as large interests arc at 
Stake, and the rase is entirely one of 
fact, it seems proper to review the evi- 
dence at length, and I will consider the 
evidence adduced for the plaintiff as 
having been also adduced by the inter- 
vener and will bring it together as far 
as possible in the order of events and not 
in the order in which it was given. 
The Plaintiff's Story , 

The plaintiff savs that about 180y 
she and her mother lived in the same 
house with Alexander: that she left and 
returned to them before 1885: that she 
was sent to school by Alexander; that 
he ami her mother visited tier at the 
.school; that he was kind and affection- 
ate to her: that in 1885 or ISSll Alex- 
ander and her mother took a house on 
Post street: that while there he used to 
stay in bed every Saturday and Sunday 
and drink, and would generally come 
home at night under the influence of 
liquor: that he had delirium tremens 
imore than once; that be made it a point 
to go to his office in the morning and 
sober up: that after living on Post street 
he removed to Kills street and used to 
do most of his drinking in the bouse in- 
stead of at the club, as he had there- 
tofore df ; that he had delirium 

tremens in the Ellis street house: that m 
1800-1801 he bad longer spells of drunk- 
enness, sometimes lasting o week, and 
went less to the offlce; that be perpe- 
trated foolish .iokes on her; that lie gave 
her to understand that he would make 
amends in time for the trouble, humili- 
ation and illness caused her and her 
mother by reasono of his conduct, and 
his illicit relations with the latter, that 
•she saw him on two or three occasions 
from I SOU to 1805 when he was still 
drinking; that in 1807 when on one of 
her theatrical tours she saw him at the 
Grand hotel, when he was weaker than 
before, and had a doctor in daily attend 

ance: that his s) h was faltering and 

indistinct at limes, and some times 
childish: that be seldom went out; limt 
she saw him next in New York '.u 1S0S. 
when he appeared to bo nunc ensiiy af- 
fected by liquor than before; thai he 
made extravagant purchases for her ami 
her mother: that he would break off in 
his conversation and that his memory 
was (jiving way during his mure sober 
intervals, and his appetite poor; that he 
insisted on her doing silly things; that 
she next saw him at San Lenndro for 
about four weeks in IS'.t'.l when he was 
just getting over a serious illness: thai 
"be was stooped and his walk slow and 
faltering: that be dragged his feet: that 
| ie had to be always waited on; that 
he wanted to be amused like a child; 
thai he cried when lie plaintiff drove 
Up With a pair of ponies which he had 
bought for her mother because he wnnt- 
vd to give her then] himself: that she saw 
111 til every day in New York in January. 
1000: that he did not i-cognizc her ai 
any time until told who sb,. wa-: thai he 
became delirious on the 17th. and finally 

died in a stal ' coma on the ftlst. In 

cross-examination she admits that she 
was maintained and educated by Alex- 
ander: that she was given an allowance; 
that, the San Leandro estate which Alex- 
ander gave her mother was worth over 
$300,000; that her mother got all the 
money she wanted: and that after Alex- 
ander's death her mother received $2,000 
ji month until she died. 

Some Medical Testimony 

fR. Marshal!, physician, say- thnt he 
has prastised tor forty years; thai he 
was culled in to visit Alexander in ISSti 
when he found him verging nn delirium 
tremens: saw him for about a week: his 
mental condition was fair when he was 
hot drinking too much; continued to 
treat, him from time to time on to the 
fall of IS97, when witness retired from 

general practice and went to Europe; 
the times of treat men I gradually ap- 
proximated each one from five to six 
•months down: saw him about eight 
months before his death; used to see 
him every few days at the club: ahum 
the last time they met he did not seem 
to have the same spirit and hold on 
lilmsclf; il was impossible to keep up 
any conversation wdth him: he would be- 
come wabbly in his talk; be would 



commence a subject and Immediately iu 
a few seconds drop off on something 
else ami seem to forget, all about it; in 
early days he was very erect mid lie 
begun to stoop and show signs of weak- 
ness; and to have hallucinations about, 
the food and his cigars and whiskey 
being poisoned; also wanted his coal 
mines put. on his bed.

Dr. Buckley, superintendent ol an 
asvlum for the insane iu England about 
1805: was called in to attend deceased 
in November, ISO!!. lie was delirious, 
insane, ami remained so about a month, 
had had kidney trouble: hud three doc- 
tors during I hat lime besides myself, we 
had to give him chloroform to make bun 
sleep; we diagnosed the case as eongis- 
lion of the brain and inflammation of

A. Buzzelo, masseur ami imr*», ai r- 
ed deceased in November, ISO.,, wiiei 
Dr Bucklev was attending llim: lie was 
irrational most of the time was there 
about seven or eight days when ail ilher 
nurse took my place. 

II. Jaeger, nurse on the same occa- 
sion, corroborates Ihe last witness. 
Plaintiffs Ex-Husband

L. Crillter, a bellboy in the (irand ho- 
tel, San iVrunciseto, says: Ale-.andc:- and 
Mrs. Wallace occupied ad.ioining rooms 
iu the hotel fur about three years, leav- 
ing in 1800; every day when 1 was on 
duty I would bring him one or two bot- 
tles of whiskey: he always had a bag 
of cracked ice on his head: lie was nearly 
always in bed when I saw llim; Dr. Rob- 
ertson visited him every day until his 
(Robertson's) death: I never saw him 
dress himself; he was always dressed 
by Mrs. Wallace or" the maid: he left 

oil the 13th August, 1808. for Victoria 
in a drunken condition, and leniain- 1 
so until he got, to Victoria oa the 10th 
all the while eating nothing; l-e con- 
sumed two and a half leu i -s if whiskey 
between San Francisco and Portland;

toria from the 10th to the 5tll of Sep- 
tember; during that visit he was drunk 
on one occasion; lie was absent on a 
fishing expedition between ihe 5th and 
loth September; during this period he 
was sober: bo drank a good deal on his 
return until by instructions nf his bro- 
ther 1 left Victoria with bint on October 
8th for New York; he drank continu- 
ously during the trip/and ate very little, 
and' was verging on uOlililini tremens: 
be drank heavily during n ! s slay m New 
York, and also during his trip back from 
New York to San Francisco; I never had 
nnv conversation with him.

B. 1). Stevens, husband of the last 
witness, saw Dlinsiiruil' at the same 
times as his wife and generally corrobor- 
ates her accounts.

Mrs. Jacques knew the deceased at the 
(Irand- was employed continuously as 
seamstress bv Mrs. Wallace from 180.1 
to \ utrust. 1807; deceased used to remain 
a good deal in bis apartments m bed, 
more so towards the end of my stay with j in 
this family: he was rarely out; drank '" 
very heavily, on the average about two 
quart bottles a day; I attended to the 
liquor, putting it away and giving it to 
him: put fresh bottles in the vyordro lie 
every morning, that was my duty: he 
would usually get away with three bot- 
tles: sometimes two. sometimes less 
sometimes one and a half; we considered 
him on his good behaviour wheu he only 
got away with one and a half.

Edward Palmer, secretary of the 
Dillon Club, Victoria; says that he used 
to see Alexander almost every day at the 
club during bis lust visit, to Victoria ; he 
drank a goad deal: he was muddled 
sometimes even at luncheon; would imt 
say he could not talk intelligently when 
not iii liquor. 

H. it. Btirroughes snys that he met 
Alexander on one occasion iu IS'JS. at 
the Union (dub, and endeavored to in- 
terest him in assisting to start' a cham- 
pagne business in California, but found 
it impossible as Alexander's conversation 
was very involved and fuddled. 

Mrs. Dunsmuir's Evidence 
Mrs. J. 0. Dunsmuir, the intervener, 
says in her examination taken do bene 
esse, that a few months before Alex- 
ander's death .Tallies came to her with a 
sealed will and said: "This is Alex.s 
will and $350,000 for the girls in it. 
This tvas the last time she ever saw 
James: Alexander was ill at her home in 
August or September. 1898; Dr. Davie 
said his head was not right and that he 
was not to he disturbed; my son did net 
speak very plainly: he mumbled; his 
health and mental condition were get- 
ting worse every year: there was not 
much improvement when he came back 
from a fishing trip iu October; he never 
talked about business; no one could In- 
fluence liini easily when well; his father 
thought he was the business man of the 
two and always said he would send him 
to San Francisco; in 1898 Alexander 
was a wreck and had no will of his 
own. Cross-examined, she says that 
James was always doing things she dis- 
approved of: that she had never heard 
of Alexander making a will before the 
interview with James; does not adhere 
to her statement that the do. -tor said 
Alexander was net to he disturbed be- 
cause or his bead: admits that Alexander 
was in better condition after the fishing 
trip than before. 

Mary A. Howe, plaintiff's maid, said 
that she saw Alexander in October. 
1898. every day for about three weeks 
between lit and 11 a.m.; he was ill; 
although dose to him 1 could not dis- 
tinguish what he was saying to Mrs. 
Wallace as he mumbled; I saw him m 
the following vear for about four weeks 
at San Leandro; he did not dress him- 
self: he was stooped in the shoulders; 
he insisted upon me doing childish things 
io amuse him; bis conversation was dis- 
slopped his fond over his 



died. Cross-examined, says he gave the 
certificate of death to the undertaker 
iu which he stated that the cause of 
death was meningitis, but suys the con- 
tributory cause was alcoholic dementia, 
a form of insanity from which the pa- 
tient may suffer for a number ot years 
but never recovers; admits that he is 
not an expert; and that all the symp- 
toms from which he inferred dementia 
might be symptoms of other ailments. 

Dr. Drumond was called in to- visit 
Dimsnmir January 9th, 1900, found lihu 
somewhat delirious; could not carry -on 
connected conversation with bun; his 
heart and pulse were weak and flutter- 
ing: considered he was suffering from 
nervous prostration due to alcoholismi; 
saw him three times a day until he died; 
would characterize the ease as alcoholic 
dementia; cause of death, alcoholic de- 
mentia: would sav he was of unsound 
mind and bad been so for probably IS 
mouths. Cross-examined, he says lie 
does not. think that a man who dies of 
alcoholic dementia could have a lucid 
interval within IS months of the time of 
death although he will not say it is not 
possible. 

Dr. Jauewav examined ilie deceased 
in January, 1000: found him suffering 
from alcoholism; found greul impair- 
ment of mental condition, also that he 
was physically weak; heart rapid and 
feeble; speech wandering. Cross-exam- 
ined, refuses to testify as nu expert; 
will not say that there could not have 
been mi occasion within IS months of 
his death when he could understand fl 
matter of business; thinks that alcoholic 
dementia would best describe the condi- 
tion, but says persons suffering there- 
from may have a lucid Interval and that 
he hoped deceased might entirely re- 
cover, and that sufferers from alcoholic 
dementia in the sense he uses the phrase 
sometimes recover altogether. 

It is evident from the above that this 
witness dues not use the phrase alco- 
holic dementia as equivalent to alcoholic 
insanity, and that he did not consider 
rlutl the deceased was insane In the or- 
dinary sense of that word. 

The foregoing is in brief the evidence 
i of ihe eye-witnesses adduced for Ihe 
plaintiff and intervener on the question 
'of unsound mind, and undue Influence, 
laud I will now proceed to give a resume 
; of that given for the defendant.

Family Testimony 
Mrs. Snowdcn, a daughter of the in- 
tervener, says she saw ber brother Alex- 
ander in September, 1S0S. when in Vic- 
toria: he seemed feeble and shaky: on 
one occasion he was intoxicated; he .seem- 
ed stupid when not intoxicated; he would 
repeat: things over and over: he was 
worse then than l have ever seen him 
before: James told me it. was dangerous 
to have Alexander sign cheques or to 
have anything to do wdth the business in 
San Francisco. In cross-exuminntion 
she admits that she saw him only for 
a week or so at the end of September. 

Mrs. Chaplin, another daughter, savs 
she saw him at her mother's house in 
September, 1S0S: lie was much changed 
from what he was a year or two before; 
be did not talk intelligently, hut mum- 
bled an drepented bis words: "I never 
saw him actually drunk." In cross-ex- 
amination she admits that she then saw 
him for only a day or two after he ar- 
rived; that she went: away and returned, 
but cannot say whether she saw him 
again before he went to Xewi York. 

' Regiuald Chaplin, husbuiid of the last 
witness, saw him only once at the inter-

F. Pooley, solicitor for 
Dunsmuir and afterwards for 1 
ow, the intervener, and the sons, 
present for the defendant: knew Alex- 
ander from 1S72: knew his family well 
from 1 SSS : met him in October of that 
year in San Francisco at which time he 
was agent for It.

The Best Sportsman 
W. A. I asset t. master of the Thistle, 
one of the Dunsmuir boats, details the 
various places visited during the fishing 
cruise in September, 1S0S.

Keen on Business Matters 
B. J. Calmer manager of the Victoria

sensibly; never saw him drunk, and have 
drunk with him many times; "he was a 
very determined firm man." don't think 
anyone could influence him to do any- 
thing be did not want to do; he told me 
that he had put the San Leandro place 
in Mrs. Wallace's name, and told me 
about the plans for building n power 
plant mi the property. I am still doing 
business with the rompany, ( 'ro'ss-ex- 
nmined; saw him two or three times a 
week when he was convalescing at. the 
'Grand: heard that bis illness was caused 
by drink. 

JO.- Prnther, hind surveyor, met the 
deceased in April, J80D; located the San 
Leandro house, and laid out the roads: 
was there at different times between 
.-vnril mid November 8th; saw Alexander 

there nbottl half a dozen limes; also 
twice on his way to the city: discussed 
the work with him: bad a conversation 
about n fence that was not on the bound- 
ary: also as lo where a sewer was to 
he located. Alexander discussed and 
changed the location of the drives, and 
several times discussed the advisability 
of altering a sleep grade in the main 
driveway. He also had portions of the 
estate which he bad leased for raising 
hay surveyed by -witness, and paid wit- 
ness I'm- his work by cheque. Xever saw 
him drag his feet; his conversation wits 
intelligible; observed nothing wrong with 
his memory: nothing noticeable in Ids 
speech, although he spoke abruptly at 
times, as if he was used to,' Loving com- 
mands. .Never heard him mumble or talk 
incoherently. Ill cross-examiiiat ion wit- 
ness says that be did not suggest the 
change of grades. Alexander gave the 
orders ami he curried them oat. 
Keen, Shrewd Man 
Harry E. Wharton, contractor and 
builder, -ays I did all the carpenter work 
mi the San Leandro house; the contract 
price was $13,000; 1 was engaged on 
it nearly a year from June, 1800, to .lime 
1000; I wild there every day except Sun- 



days I met Alexander uhout the middle of 
June, 1800; the first month or six weeks 
1 saw him every day about the grounds 
except for a period when he was in the 
doctor's hands, and did- not get out a 
great deal; from about the middle o£ 
July until lie went to New York on bis 
last trip I saw him nearly every day, 
sometimes for an hour and n half at 
a time; ho often came inside the build- 
ing and talked about the various parts 
of the 'work; he seemed to be very much 
interested in it and how it was to be nfi- 
isheil; although .he moved feebly he was 
ablet to get around very well J 1 never 
saw him assisted in any way; bis con- 
versation was intelligent; he appeared 
io be a very keen shrewd man and knew 
what he wanted; h had a very full dis- 
cussion with him about building u stable 
and he finally settled what he wanted; 
I never hail any diiliciilty in understand- 
ing what he said: he was abrupt and to 
the point; be and .Mrs. Wallace had a 
discussion for about an "hour and a half 
over the best way to move H building 
suited for a gatekeeper's lodge so as not 
to damage the orchard; he discussed and 
settled the plans for a building to conLiiin 
an electric light plant; he was amen- 
able to reason in discussing all these 
projects; he looked vigilantly after the 
construction, and had any defects which 
he noticed remedied r he was a very ob- 
servant man; he looked after my com- 
fort and provided me with luncheon; I 
met him on the ferry in September -when 
be was alone, and going about without 
any assistance; a few days before he 
went in December we bad a discussion 
about the lien law of California with 
i he result that be took the risk of paying 
me the greater part of my money be- 
for the time for tiling liens had expired; 
I never heard him mumble or indulge in 
silly talk; there were several occasions 
on which 1 saw him pretty badly under 
the Influence of liquor; several days be- 
fore his marriage we hud a discussion 
about the possibility of getting Q mar- 
riage license without the papers getting 
bold of it. In crosn-trxuiuimition, says 
I hat he will not say that Alexander was 
not the worse for honor about once a 
week on the average, but that he did not 
talk with him when in this condition. 

Conrad, Fink, furniture maker, met de- 
ceased in September, 1800; went lo Sun 
Leandro nt Mrs. Wallace's request to 
make sketches for sonic furnishing and 
decorating: deceased showed inc the rooms; 
made some sketches under his Instructions; 
then had two Interviews with him and 
agreed as to the price; then bad Inter- 
views about, other rooms with htm and 
Mrs. Wallace; saw lilm about three times 
between October 7 and December 20; dis- 
cussed the plans ami work with lilm; ob- 
served nothing extraordinary In Ills speech 
or actions: he seemed capable of taking 
cure of his business. 

L'ross-exa nil lied: Had heard before I met 
hi in that he was n hard drinker; never 
saw lilm ilnink; he wanted to please her 
in settling on 1 lie furnishings, hut li.nl his 
own Idea rather, than hers. carried out In 
regard to the mantel In his room; he found 
fault with sonic pf the contractor's work: 
at Ills office when I explained how I would 
do the work, he asked me If I was going 
to do I he Job right, and if that was the 
best I could dn; once explained to me bow 
he was going to have some art glass put 
in. 

Rc-cxamlnod: lie seemed to understand 
what we were talking about; "could talk 
to Idm like to any other sensible man."

Always Talked Intelligently 

I'm Kevin, teamster, went to San I.enn- 
dro, March, 180!), am! has worked there 
since. Saw deceased nearly every day ex- 
cept on two occasions, for about a week or 
I wo; he went over very often to the city, 
sometimes In the buggy ami sometimes In 
the carriage; used to drive the buggy him- 
self; always talked Intelligently 1 dis- 
tinctly, although abruptly: never mumbled; 
was 1, resent at the pony Incident, but did 
not see him cry: never saw him cry; never 
saw anyone help 111 in lo walk; flever saw 
his hands shake; he was much stronger 
when he went away In December than 
when lie came In April. 

Dr. Huntington, examined Alexander 
about the cad of November, 1800, at Han 
I.oandro nt request of Mrs. Wallace, whom 
be was attending, sometime when It was 
convenient.

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The Law of Averages 



The law of averages in human affairs 
is as unrepealable as the law of gravi- 
tation. Tho suspension of this law, 
for one day, would mean "chaos come 
again" in the lives of men. Imagino 
some of the things that might happen. 
All of the people who will rido in the 
street cars in tho course of a year 
clamor to rido in one day; or all of 
the people who ride in the course of a 
year stay at home for a day conclude 
to do so on the same day! 

Under the law of averages a store 
will gain a half dozen new customers 
and lose half as many old ones in a 
day. Under a suspension of the law 
tho yearly totals are arrived at in an 
hour. Under the law of averages half 
of the people of Menden in the course 
of ten years will have visited New 
Haven or Hartford. Under a suspen- 
sion of this law all of these people will 
concludo to make this visit on the 
same day! 

It is easy to see that a suspension of 
the law of averages would turn civil- 
ization topsy-turvy in a moment- 
would fill graveyards and bankrupt in- 
surance companies, overpopulate pris- 
ons and asylums, call the disasters of 
years into a space of days. But the 
law will not be suspended for a mo- 
ment of time — it is an unchanging 
statute enforced by the relentless 
prosecutors, Time and Fate, Tho 
safety of human enterprises lies in 
this same law. It regulates the ro- 
sults of effort, rewards industry and 
aggressiveness as surely as it rebukes 
inertia. 

Without this beneficent law Want 
Advertising would probably go out of 
fashion — its results could not be fore- 
casted. Under the law Want Adver- 
tising becomes a force almost tractable, 
almost controlablc. The law of aver- 
ages means that when you come to 
feel the need of something, some ono 
else ceases to feel its need — and you 
can secure it; when your servant 
leaves you, some one else's has left, 
too, and is looking for another place; 
when your tenant moves, some other 
family movos, some other family has 
become dissatisfied with thoir quarters 
and will seek the house you advertise; 
when you conclude to play golf some 
golf player has gotten tired of it, and 
will trade his outfit for your set of 
Dickens — and so, all along the lino of 
needs and wants, the law of averages 
keeps at work, through the want ads, 
in adjusting things. 

And the same law assures you that 
while not all of the readers of th.» 
paper will read your want advertise- 
ment in the Colonist, an average num- 
ber will do so; and that while your 
advertisement may not appeal to even 
all of these, it will appeal to some of 
them. And so, hitched up with tho 
law of averages, Want Advertising in 
The Colonist becomes a pretty sure re- 
liance in times of perplexity or need.

Honorable Charles E. Wilson, K. C, 
attorney general, has returned to Vic- 
toria after several weeks' absence in 
England, Mi it her ho went to represent 
the province on an appeal to the privy 
council in the litigation initiated by tin 
city of Vancouver against the Canadian 
Pacific railway, in which after being re- 
versed on appeal by the supreme court, 
the city of Vancouver abandoned the- po- 
sition of relator, and owing to the- very 
serious interests involved, the action 
was carried on to the highest tribunal 
in the empire by the attorney general. 

On behalf of the province, Mr. Wil- 
son was assisted before the privy coun- 
cil 'by Mr. C. A. Russell, K. C, and 
Mr. Simon, counsel for the Canadian 
| Pacific Railway, being .Mr. 10. P. Davis, 
K. (.'., of Vancouver, assisted by Sir 
Robert l-'inlny, ox-attorney general of 
Knghi ml. 

At his olTico yesterday, the attorney 
general in reply to a request from the 
Colonist for particulars of the celebrat- 
ed cast, said: 

"A decision has not yet been handed 
n. When in Winnipeg, I was ap- 
proached by a correspondent represent- 
ing coast papers who apparently misun- 
derstood me when ho sent out the wire 
saying that the province hail lost its 
case. That is altogether a premature 
announcement. On certain points it ap- 
peared to Mo that the lords of the 
privy council were inclined towards 
tiding a position similar to the chief 
justice. In this I may be mistaken. The 
litigation Involved .several points. The 
main question to be determined is 
whether a railway ccyniiniiy incorporated 
by the Dominion parliament is by virtue 
of that act clothed with authority lo ex- 
propriate provincial crown lands. The 
contention of the province is that we 
have absolute control over our lands. 
Another question involved was whether 
a by-law passed by the city of Van- 
couver in 1898 to exempt the Canadian 
aciflc Railway from payment of tuxes 
for eighteen years in consideration of 
the company constructing its terminal 
buildings at that city was intended to 
close up the streets, when at the same 
time the Canadian Pacific was under 
bond to the province in the sum of $250,- 
000 to construct their terminals at Van- 
couver." 

Reverting to the Deadman's Island 
case, Mr. Wilson said that the minister 
of justice had not entered nil appeal, 
and therefor the case cannot 'be heard 
before .Tunc next. 

Touching upon other matters affecting 
the province and the work being car- 
ried on at the office of the agent gen- 
eral to secure for British Columbia a 
suitable class of immigrants, he contin- 
ued : 

"•Excellent work is being done by Mr. 
Turner in placing before,, the people of 
Great Britain the vast natural resour- 
ces of Canada's most westerly province, 
both in person and by literature, as also 
through the medium of the press. His 
office is a very busy place and is in- 
variably thronged with persons seeking 
information and advice. Our fruit dis- 
play created a most favorable impres- 
sion, and the newspapers were not slow 
to recognize the possibilities of n sec- 
tion of the empire that could produce 
such fruit. The exhibit opened the eyes 
of ihe people in a practical way to our 
fruit-growing possibilities, and coupled 
with our resources of mineral, coal and 
timber which they have some knowledge 
of, you con see that British Columbia 
is becoming well advertised in the 
right direction. The resulting good in my 
opinion, will he the advent of a fine 
class of practical settlers, the class we 
want to develop our agricultural and 
fruit growing lands, beside influencing 
capital to seek investment here."

In 1808 he spoke of "going up home for 
a vacation, fishing and hunting," mean- 
ing Victoria. Cross-examined, he says, 
that the deceased gave him to under- 
stand that bin home was his mother's 
bouse in Victoria. 

Thomas Whiteluw, a witness already 
referred to, testified that the deceased 
considered Victoria as his home; thTft 
be always retained his rooms in the 
Driard hotel there; that he .would fre- 
quently speak of '-going up home to 
'Victoria" or "going up home," or "going 
back home"; that when in Victoria he 
would say "I am going down to San 
Francisco; and in cross-examination, 
that be knew deceased was away a great 
deal from Sun Francisco. 

J. I'. Taylor, the witness already re- 
ferred to, testified befon.' the commission 
in Sun Frnueitico that the deceased with- 
in -a short period of his death stated that 
his homo was in Victoria, and that the 
San Leundro place was Mrs. Wallace's 
place. And in cross-examination, that 
be understsood that deceased intended 
I living with his wife, and that her home 
wa s in San Lcandro. 
Positive evidence Is thus before us 
| that the deceased never had any lnten- 
jtlon, until ut any rate when lie bought 
j the San Leandro estate, of changing his 
jdomlcll or origin, nor wns any evidence 
adduced to the contrary. He bad 
! never changed Ills allegiance, nor In- 
tended to do .so; bad never taken any 
part in political or municipal affairs In 
California, nor bad he owned any real 
estate. There Is nothing to show that 
at any time after be bought thin estate 
lie expressed himself any differently on 
the subject than before. But it is 
suggested that the purchase of this 
estate, coupled with his marriage to 
Mrs. Wallace and Ids evident Intention 
to live there with bis wife, were overt 
acts sufficient to evidence a change of 
intention. I think not. Had the es- 
tate been of small value, or had he not 
built any residence, but simply rented 
a bouse for the use of himself and his 
wife, I do 'not think -anyone would have 
any ditllculty In arriving at the conclu- 
sion that be had done nothing to indi- 
cate that a change of domlcil, especi- 
ally as the business no doubt still re- 
quired bis oversight, and becauae to 
have established his wife in Victoria, 
at all events in the lifetime of his 
mother, would have unquestionably 
caused family jars. It may of course 
be suggested that his mother's opposi- 
tion to the marriage drove him to 
change his domlcil, and that the pur- 
chase of this large estate, which was 
| the equivalent of a large portion of his 
i worldly substance, Is the outward and 
i visible sign of the change. But it may 
| easily be that be considered It a good 
investment, and that it could be sold 
or leased to advantage whenever the 
time would seem ripe for his return 
to Victoria. At any rate, there is 
n strong counteracting circumstances In 
the fact that he constructed the procuring 
lot the copy of the British Columbia will.
